Fob the first time in history, we be- 
lieve, the President of the Tnited States 
hae issued a proclamation containing 
Instructions aa to 
the government of 
A Sotenorthy conquered territory. 
Proclammtion. In the Mexican War 
there may have been 
proclamations by 
the commanding ofiicers of the invading 
forces; but, as far as Mexico itself was 
concerned, it was soon conquered, aban- 
doned and left to its own devices, says 
The Commercial Tribune. 

The President's state paper, under 
these new conditions, is a statesmanlike 
document, pervaded in tbe fullest with 
a generous and kind tone. There is no 
exhibitor, of National power, nor a 
trace of National egotism. He simply 
instructs the commanding ofheer to let 
the people govern themselves in accord 
with the old laws, in the mean 
maintaining order with the forces under 
his command. 

In almost the opening paragraph the 
President lays down true Republican 
doctrine in a graceful and inoffenai' 
way, well ralcnlated to gain the good 
will of the inhabitants of tbe engen- 
dered province. Tie says: 

' It is my desire that the inhabitants of 
Cnba should be acquainted with the pur- 
poae of tbe United States to discharge to 
the fullest extent its obligations in this 
regard. It will, therefore, be the duty of 
tbe commander of the army of occupa- 
tion to announce and proclaim in 
mist public manner that we come 
to make war npon tbe inhabitants of 
Cnba, nor upon any party or faction 
among them, but to protect them in 
their homes, in their employments and 
in their personal and religious rights. 
All parsons who. either by active aid or 
honest submission, co-operate with tbe 
I'nited States in its effort to give effect 
to this beneficent purpose will receive 
the reward of its support and protection. 
Oar occupation should be as free from 
severity aa possible. 

The Courts as they now exist are to 
be maintained, in so far as they pertain 
to the rights of man against man, and 
'I to* native constabulary la to be eontln- 
■ ued. TIM people are to be free to go 
' about their customary avocations with 
*rjt let or hindrance, unless thaw should

WHAT RAILROADS SPEND. 



Thfy Are tbe Hreatest Disbursing Agen 
of This Country. 



The railroads of the United States ex- 
pend in a year a sum more than |UK).- 
000.000 in excess ol the t'jtal expenditures 
of the United States Government, and this 
computation does not include nearly 
$250,000,000 paid in the form of Interest 
upon railroad bonds or guaranteed stock 
and from SBO.OOO.UOO to ♦100,000.000 paid 
in the form of dividends to stockholders. 
The railroads, indeed, are the great dis 
ttibuting agencies of the country, hand- 
ling never less than 11,000,000,000 a year 
aud disbursing it all. or practically all, 
for railroads as a rule do not keep large 
bank accounts, and do practically a cash 
business, turning money rapidly. 

An estimate made by one of the scien 

ro.db id maintaining the condition of 
their roadbeds ♦75,000.000. besides |;<5, 
000 000 for the purchase of rails, ties and 
sleepers, and #15,000.000 for tbe construe 
nun of new bridges. The railroad* of the 
country spent last year for fences, sign- 
boards, signals and watch towers ft,00fJV 
000 and for printing and advertising |b> 
500.000. 

Very few persons have an accurate idea 
of the extent to which railroad expenses 
are to be subdivided, supposing, probably, 
that ihe largest items of expenditures are 
for cars and engines, fuel, employe* and 
terminals Such is the fact, but there are 
other large items, and one of the largest 
of these is tbe item of taxes. Railroad 
c<>r iratlOM in tbe United States are 
hr. vii, mied. and they pay collectively 
iu a }e«r, it has been estimated, *40.000. 
000 

m*r« i» tben another item which fig 
utts .argely in railroad accounts, the item 
of legal expenses, railroads being drawn 
ln'o »i moat constant litigation and rtquir 
ing at all times tbe services of counsel. 
It is estimated that expenses of American 
railroads for professional legal services 
amount in a year to about $10,000, 000. 
and this is, of course, exclusive of tbe 
sums requisite to meet claims for personal 
injuries or damages to property. Some 
of tbe large railroad companies expend as 
much as W50.0UO In a year for tbe settle 
ment of such caVes or tbe payment of 
Judgments recoveied.
